A.J.C. Grierson & D.G. Long: Flora of Bhutan. Volume 2, part 3. Royal Botanic 
Garden Edinburgh & Royal Government of Bhutan, 2001. v + 640 pp., illus. ISBN

This new volume of the Flora of Bhutan treats 18 of the sympetalous families 
(Solanaceae to Compositae). Families, genera, and species are described, notes on 
distribution and ecology are given. Keys to the genera of the various families and to 
the species in genera with more than one species are given. This volume includes the 
genus Pedicularis (Scrophulariaceae) which, with 76 species, is the largest genus of 
the flora of Bhutan. 
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
